"There are 
thousands of people In this city, as there aro 
in almost every other city from Maine to Cali- 
fornia, who have invested their money In sec- 
ond mortgago bonds, preferred stock or com- 
mon stock, from which they have never real- 
ized the price of a cup of tea. These gceat 
properties have oeen exploited by those on tho 
inside, while the great masses ol the people 
Interested had to shout for thoir money

tint, we will demand that these companies be. 
reorganized upon a Just basis and that our in 
toreati be regarded My plan Is to scale down
